He is not only a fluent 
and pleasing public speaker, hilt is a 
thorough master of his subject.

spoke in part as follows: 
“ W e hear much and see much of 
the conservation of the natural 
re­ 
sources of our country— of 
tile con- 
‘.ervation of our forests, coal, water 
power and fertility of the land, but 
little of the 
conservation 
of 
the 
health of the people, which, from an 
economic point of view', estimated in 
dollars and cents, exceeds them all. 
Of the total death roll in the United 
States annually of one million, 500,- 
000 result from 
diseases 
that are 
preventable, or 
delayable, 
and 
of 
these 155,000 are from tuberculosis. 
“ The lack of knowledge of means 
of prevention of infectious diseases 
is chiefly responsible for the cost to 
the state of 
maintaining 
its 
eely- 
mosynary 
institutions, 
as 
perhaps 
ever 50 per cent of their inmates are. 
there as the result of the action of 
preventable diseases. These diseases 
are the most important 
factors 
in 
the production of poverty and desti­ 
tution, from which follow the great 
train of deplorable social conditions, 
chronic invalidism, insanity, inebrie­ 
ty, crime and prostitution 
“ Of all the 
preventable diseases 
tending to bring about 
these condi­ 
tions, tuberculosis is the worst. Tu­ 
berculosis leads to poverty, poverty 
to ignorance, and these to tubercu­ 
losis— a vicious, endless circuit. Tu­ 
berculosis alone is the cause of one-
